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Allowable Subject Matter 

1. Claims 1-10 are allowed. 

2. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: Regarding 
claims 1-10, the prior art of record fails to teach of a network device with an interface 
operable to provide communication between at least two ports, wherein the interface is 
configurable at any time as to a physical layer and a network layer. The closest 
reference, Choe (U.S. Patent No. 6,009,093), teaches of a network device with at least 
two communication ports where each port is operable to communicate with a different 
device and an interface operable to provide communication between at least two ports 
where the interface is configurable as to a physical layer and a network layer 
independently, but fails to teach of the interface being configurable at any time as to a 
physical layer and a network layer. Additionally, Maas et al. (U.S. Patent No. 
5,450,486), teaches of a telecommunications system that allows the customer to modify 
the settings at any time, but fails to teach of the interface being configurable at any time 
to a physical layer and a network layer independently.
